21. GLOBE'S CROCKER SNOW IN MANILA (OCT. 28) 

REVIEWS 13 MONTHS OF MARTIAL LAW. FINDS FILS -RESISTANT 
TO THE PRINCIPLE, BUT PLEASED WITH THE PRACTICAL 
EFFECTS." MARTIAL LAW WAS EXPECTED TO PROVIDE A 
NATURAL TARGET FOR COMMUNIST REVOLUTIONARIES TO RALLY 
THE DISAFFECTED MASSES, BUT IT HASN'T WORKED OUT 
THAT WAY. MAOIST REVOLUTIONARIES IN PROVINCES 
NORTHEAST OF MANILA HAVE BEEN PUSHED FAR UNDERGROUND, 
SPORADIC FIGHTING WITH MOSLEM SECESSIONISTS HAS SUBSIDED. 
AND THE COUNTRY IS BEGINNING TO ATTRACT FOREIGN 
INVESTMENT AND TOURISM AS NEVER BEFORE. BUT MANY 
CHANGES AND POSITIVE DEVELOPMENTS HAVE OCCURRED ONLY

NEITHER TRADE NOR THE BASE MATTER SHOULD PROVE TOO

HAS ALSO COME A LONG WAY RECENTLY. THE THANOM-PRAPHAT 
REGIME TRIED TO USE THE KING TO LEGITIMIZE THEIR 
POWER WHILE CHECKING THE GROWTH OF HIS INFLUENCE, 

BUT HE QUIETLY BUILT HIS PERSONAL FOLLOWING TO ADD 
TO THE REMARKABLE POPULARITY THE THRONE HAS ALWAYS 
ENJOYED. THOMPSON FEELS THAT CONTROL OVER ARMY 
IS CRITICAL TO NEW REGIME, AND CONTENDS THAT UNLESS 
STUDENT POWER AND NATIONAL SENTIMENT CAN EFFECT A 
CHECK ON THE ARMY, GEN. KRIT, WHO PLAYED KEY ROLE IN 
KEEPING ARMY FROM INTERVENING IN COUP, MIGHT STEP 
INTO A POSITION OF FORMAL POWER AS SOON AS THE 
GOVERNMENT MISSTEPS IN ANY AREA. INDICATES THAT 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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AMERICAN MILITARY PRESENCE IN THAILAND MAY PROVE 
AN EMBARRASSMENT TO THE US IN THE SHORT RUN; BUT 
THINKS COUP CAN ONLY PROVE BENEFICIAL IN THE LONG 
RUN, AS THERE IS SOLID BASIS FOR A RELATIONSHIP 
FOUNDED ON POLITICAL AND ECONOMIC COOPERATION. OBSERVES 
THAILAND HAVING OVERWHELMING PROBLEMS WITH INSURGENCY, 
WHICH COMPOUNDED BY GENERAL ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL 
MALAISE. 

23. LAT'S ELEGANT (OCT. 28) IN HONG KONG FRUCTIFIES 
OUR KNOWLEDGE OF PRC EFFORTS TO CHECK POPULATION 
GROWTH, IN FOUR COLUMN-PAGES. NOTES THAT WHILE 
PRC LEADERSHIP FORMERLY EQUIVOCATED ON BIRTH CONTROL, 

IT FELT COMPELLED TO TAKE ALL-OUT ACTION THIS YEAR 
BECAUSE OF FOOD SHORTAGES, SOCIAL TENSIONS, LACK 
OF JOBS, URBAN ELEPHANTIASIS, AND EVEN DEFENSE NEEDS. 

PRC TARGET IS TO REDUCE ANNUAL RATE OF POPULATION 
INCREASE TO ONE PERCENT, BUT THIS WOULD STILL MEAN 
8 TO 8.5 MILLION NEW MOUTHS EACH YEAR. NEW SLOGAN 
IS: "ONE CHILD IS TOO FEW, TWO CHILDREN ARE JUST 
RIGHT, BUT THREE ARE A MAJOR ERROR." DESPITE SEVERE 
SANCTIONS AGAINST ANY FAMILY HAVING A THIRD CHILD, 

ELEGANT SEES POPULAR RECALCITRANCE BASED ON OLD 
MORALITY AND FOLK BELIEF NULLIFYING BIRTH CONTROL 
CAMPAIGN. MAKES OBSERVATION THAT PE APPEARS 
IN THE SHORT TERM TO HAVE ACCEPTED MALTHUSIAN THESIS 
WHILE STILL OFFICIALLY ADHERING TO MARXIST-LENINIST 
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THESIS THAT THE EARTH'S RESOURCES, INTELLIGENTLY AND 
EQUITABLY EXPLOITED BY "SOCIALIST" LABOR, 

CAN SUPPORT AN ALMOST INFINITE NUMBER OF 
PEOPLE. PEKING SAYS IT WANTS TO PLAN POPULATION 
INCREASE FOR THE GOOD OF ALL THE PEOPLE RATHER THAN 

MERELY TO CONTROL BIRTHS. 

24. LAT'S DAVID LAMB (OCT. 28) IN SYDNEY WRITES 
ABOUT CULTURE AND ARTS SPRINGING TO LIFE IN AUSTRALIA, 

THE LAND ITS LEADING POET ONCE CALLED "THE ARABIAN 
DESERT OF THE MIND." ATTRIBUTES RESTORATION OF 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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CREATIVITY - OR AT LEAST PROVIDING A CLIMATE IN 
WHICH IT CAN FLOURISH- TO WHITLAM, WHO VIEWS THE ARTS 
AS AN ESSENTIAL ELEMENT IN THE MORE NATIONALISTIC 
AUSTRALIA HE SEEKS; CONSIDERS THIS ONE OF WHITLAM S 
MAIOR DOMESTIC ACCOMPLISHMENTS. 

25. ZORZA (WP) NOTES DISAGREEMENT IN WASHINGTON 
INTELLIGENCE COMMUNITY ABOUT LIKELIHOOD OF NVN 
OFFENSIVE; SOME PUT IT IN DECEMBER AT THE EARLIEST, 

OTHERS AS LATE AS 1975. NVA SAID TO BE TOO WEAK 

IN SOME KEY STRATEGIC AREAS WHICH THEY WOULD HAVE 
TO HOLD IN ORDER TO CLAIM SUCCESS. ASSERTS THAT 
INTELLIGENCE EXPERTS MAKE IUDGMENTS ABOUT AN ADVERSARY'S 
CAPABILITY FROM VISIBLE FACTS, BUT AN ENEMY'S 
INTENTIONS MUST BE DIVINED BY POLITICAL INTELLIGENCE, 
BECAUSE DECISIONS ARE MADE BY POLITICAL LEADERS. 

OBSERVES THAT DEBATE IS NOW GOING ON AMONG HANOI 
DOVES AND HAWKS ABOUT COURSE OF ACTION, REACHING
